To further complicate matters, the 
western governments have an inconveni- 
ent habit of acting together when and 
where they have “nationals’’ who need 
protection, whether against Chinese or 
Japanese interference. Thus at Swatow 
the enterprising Jap. naval commander 
found his style was being cramped by the 
presence of a British and a United States 
destroyer, sent there to protect British 
and United States citizens in the general 
massacre that was proceeding. He or- 
dered them to leave. They didn’t go. So 
what? 

That episode at Swatow is a small scale 
picture of the whole scene as regards the 
presence of foreigners in China. These 
can't be just ousted in instalments by na- 
tionalities, for they and their interests are 
intermixed. If they are to be cleared out, 
this will have to be done by areas. Which 
means that what Japan would like to do 
piecemeal will develop into an attempt to 
all westerners and western interests 
at one swoop. That might seem to be 
a rather large-sized job, even to war 
leaders with badly swollen egos.

These stories are of less moment than one 
told by the diplomatic correspondent of The 
Manchester Guardian, that Italian reservists 
called to the colors marched through the streets 
of Florence imprecating the Duce. The same 
writer says there has been rioting in other cities 
and infers, laconically, that the propaganda cam- 
paign to “sell” the German alliance to the Italian 
people has been unsuccessful.
